“I also observed that the enemy's 
destroyer which wes torpedoed by us 
has been destroyed.” 

A report received from Vice-Admiral 
Togo at 10 o’clock last night says: 

“A prisoner taken by our fleet, who 
is considered reliable, reports that as 
the result of our attacks since De- 
cember 13, eight torpedoes struck the 
net of the batileship Sevastopol and 
that at least one took effect on her 
hull. The Sevastopol’s crew was seen 
to be in a state of confusion and a 
hawser from the shore was attached 
to the battleship. 

“The torpedo which struck the hull 
of the Sevastopol took effect on the 
port side aft, damaging about eight 
feet along the rivet lines. 

“The Sevastopol is now headed to- 
ward the outer part of the entrance to 
the harbor, with her stern aground 
and her gun ports amidships almost 
awash. 

“The ship is listing to starboard and. 
the side lights on. her lower deck are 
submereed. 

“There is one torpedo boat to the 
starboard of the Sevastopol and one 
pumping vessel to port, together with 
one vessel resembling a mine layer, 
all of which are busily engaged in 
pumping, but it will be difficult to re- 
store the seaworthiness of the war- 
ship.

DRESDEN, 22.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.}] Former Crown: Princess Louise 
arrived here unexpectedly today, pro- 
ceeded to Taschenberg Palace and 
asked to be permitted to see her child 
ren. 

The Princesse went alone to one of the 
entrances of the palace, on Theater 
Square, at 9 o'clock in the morning, 
dressed in mourning. A lieutenant of 
police saluted the Princess and told her 
quietly that it would be impossible for 
her to enter the palace. 

The former Crown Princess stood on 
the steps, trembling, when a few 
cuards and policemen surrounded her, 
as she was about to fall. The Princess 
recovered herself somewhat, and said 
three or four times:

arrested unless she became violent. 
The ministry was much disturbed 
over the possibility of popular dis- 
turbances and assembled at midday to 
coneider the measures that might be 
necessary. 

The police were dirccted to notify 
the Princess that she must leave the 
city by 4 p.m. and that she would not 
be allowed to communicate with any- 
one except her attorney. 

The Princess sent a letter to the 
Court Marshal, asking if she could visit 
her children, after which she left the 
city on the next train,

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
DISCUSSED BY BLIHU ROOT. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 
NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Elihu Root 

was the chief speaker at the ninety- 
ninth dinner of the New England So- 
ciety of the city of New York at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. His subject was “A 
Corollary of the Monroe Doctrine,” 
and he spoke in part as follows: 
“The only relation that. carries the 
possibility of war for this country is 
the declaration and adherence of the 
American people to the so-called Mon- 


roe doctrine. 
“There will be no frontal attack on 
the Monroe doctrine. The way in which 
the causé of war may arise will be, if 
at all, by the conflict of rights, the ex- 
istence of Henke on the part of foreign 
powera against the American republics 
and the result of the enforcement 
these rights of foreign powers against 
the American republics coming into 
conflict with this doctrine, which we 
assert for our own safety and preser- 
vation, 
“We do not undertake to say that 
the republics of South and Centra! 
America are to be relieved of their in- 
ternational obligation. We do not un- 
Gertake to say that the powers of Eu- 
rope shall notundertaketoenforce their 
rights against these members of the sis- 
terhood of nations. It is only when th 
} enforcement of these rights comes 
the point of taking possession of the 
territory that we say that it is incon- 
sistent with the peace and safety of 
the United States. And we cannot say 
that with justice unless we also say 
that the American republics are them- 
selves to be just. 
“It is always ible that redress of 
injury, that punishment for wrong may 
lead to the occupation of territory, and 
if we are to maintain this doctrine, 
which is vital to our national life and 
to its safety at the same time that we 
say to the powers of the world, ‘You 
shall not push your remedies for wro 
against these republics to the point 
occupying their territory,” we are 
bound to say whenever that wrong 
cannot be otherwise redreesed, we our- 
selves will see that it Is redressed.”

As I am admitted to the bar, I 
took two will blanks out to her house 
and made the will as she directed. 

“She said she wanted all the property 
left to Mme. Bradley, a dermatologist 
of No. 703% South Broadway, Los An- 
geles, who, she said, had been like & 
sister to her; who had put her on her 
feet in Salt Lake City when she was 
very poor.

NOT SO EASY 
AS IT SEEMS. 


Legislature Cannot Change 
Public Money Law, 


Amendment of Constitution. 
is First Necessary. 


Ohio Law Which Californta 
Might Then Copy. 


The members of the Legislative deb 
egkution from Los Angeles county have 
been appealed to by their constituents 
to open a way for relief of the pub- 
lice-moneys problem recently erected 
cut of ancient archives by the grand 
jury. Senators and Assemblymen are 
asked to join forces in the approach- 
ing session at Sacramento, for the in- 
troduction and passage of a resolu- 
t'on submitting to the an 
amendment to the State Constitution 
making legal the depositing of public 
moneys in banks. Such depositing is 
now prohibited, and is a penal offense, 
under the Constjtution. 

Therefore Tuesday's action of the 
Poard of Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce in recommending the pas- 
sage of a law by the 1906 Léegislatur< 
authorizing the depositing of all pub- 
lic funds of the various counties, cit- 
iets and towns of the State In banks 
secured by national, California, State. 
county, school or municipal bonds, wa: 
based upon an error. 

“Such a statute, if enact 


have no validity,” said W. Hun- 
saker, Esq., in discussing t matter 
yesterday. “It would be in con- 


flict with the Constitetion of Califor- 
ria, particularly sections 16 and 17 of 
weg XL. which read as follows: 
All moneys, 
‘taxes belonging to or collected lected for 
he use of any county, city, town oF 
other public or municipal 
. Coming into the ha 
any Officer thereof, shall immediately 
be deposited with the treasurer, or other 
legal depositary, to the credit of such 
city, town or ot corporation, respect-

“It would seem to be plain that be- 
fore any’ such legisiation as is pro- 
rcsed by the resolution of the directors 
oc’ the Chamber of Commerce can be 
enacted the constitution will have to 
be amended.” 

MR. PATTERSON SPEAKS. 

Cc. Patterson, presilent of the 
Los Angeles National Bank, ts pos- 
sessed of a copy of an act passed by 
the Legislature of Ohio, April 25, 1904, 
and approved by Gov. Herrick, May 
3, upon the lines of which, he suggesta, 
a California statute might well be 
modeled after tt.e amending of the con- 
stitution. 

This Ohio law creates a board of 
deposit, consisting of the State Treas- 
urer, State Auditor and Attorney- 
General. “It shall be the duty of said 
board to meet on the first Monday in 
October of each year .. . and des- 
ignate such banks and trust companies 
within this State as it may, under the 
provisions of this ac: dewn eligible to 
be made State depositories for the pur- 
pose of receiving on deposit funds of 
this State.” 

Another section of the act recites 
that “All banks and trust companies 
applying to be made State depositories 
shall . .. . file their application in 
writing with the chairman of the 
board of deposit, said application to 
be accompanied with a sworn state- 
ment of the financial condition of said 
bank or trust company at the time that 
application is made The board 
of deposit . . . Shall pass upon all 
[such] applications,”” and the banks or 
trust companies whose applications ure 
approved by the board “shall be 
deemed eligible to be made State de- 
positories.” 

The act further provides that the 
State Treasurer may deposit in theres 
approved banks ‘(or trust companies.) 
any portion of the public moneys that

Park Superintendent LeGrande’s an- 
nual report was presented ami referred 
‘with favorable recommendation to the 
Council. Mr. LeGrande made no re- 
quests for increased appropriations, or 
more park area, devoting his entire re- 
port to a description and statistical 
résumé of the year’s work. 

He explained that the greater portion 
of the money expended during the 
year was for “invisible improvements,” 
meaning worfk placed underground or 
done in such a way that it did not 
attract the attention of the casua! vis- 
itor. ‘Thousands of dollars were ex- 


pended during the year in filling holes, | 


cutting down hills, rip-rapping lakes, 
hnd laying water pipes. 

Many improvements were made ct 
Griffith, Sunset and Sycamore Grove 
parks, preperatory to laying out minia- 
ture landscapes and planting shrubs 
and flowers.

WORK IN GRIFFITH PARK. 

During the year four miles of new 
Grives were graded in Griffith Park. In 
the southeastern portion of the park a 
fine scenic road has been builded righ: 
on top of the Water Department con- 
duit near the river side. This read prv- 
tects the cement water pipe and at the 
seme time makes a grand seenic drive. 
More than forty miles of trails were cut 
through the chaparral! in Griffth Park 
du the year. Superintendent Le- 
Gran asterts that with proper fire 
protection, judicious replanting of 
- mixed species of trees adapted to dif- 
ferent kinds of soil and location, and 
by continuing to make new roads and 
improving the ones already made, in 
the not very distant future Griffith 
Park could be made one of the most 
renowned natural parks in the coun- 


OTHER PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 
In addition to the trees planted in 
Elysian Park on Arbor Day, several 
hundred Monterey pines were set out 
on the summits of the hills in that 
park. During the year a pumping sta- 
tion was estabished in the park. 
Eastiake Park, which for several 
years has had a zoo in embryo, has 
now a first-class zoo, in which are a 
number of rare and valuable animals. 
Fhrubbery in Eastlake Park suffered 
during the year, owing to a shortage in 
the water supply. 
During the year the water system at 


Westlake Park was greatly improved | 


by replacing the old and rotten pipes 
with new ones, and by getting connec- 
tions with the domestic wat _r system. 

Over 15.000 cubic yards of earth was 
dumped into the lowlands in Echo 
Park during the year. The improved 
portion has been extended farther south 
and the park is now one of the prettiesr 
in the city. 

Many trees were planted In Sunset 
Park dering the year, and the low por- 
tlens were filled in so that many im- 
vTovements can be made that have

SENILE INSANITY. 
OLD EDUCATOR’'S PLIGHT.

Wide acquaintance is the 
great nmecessity—and Moseman has it. 
He used to be in the customs serv- 
ice himself -once—that was before he 
rwam into the ken of Charlies Froh- 
man. He knows the methods and he 
knows the men. There's no waste of 
time, money or words with Moseman. 
It's all done with dispatch, and the 
popular darling’s trun are at her 
apartments almost as soon as she is. 
It is uncertain what Moseman’s of- 
ficial title is. Though he does lots of 
useful things, he is chiefly known as 
the Meeter.

THE NATION’S CORN CRIB. 

The latest government estimate of 
the corn crop indicates a yield of 32,- 
453,000,000 bushels. 

That is a good deal of corn. Imagine 
Central Park's 843 acres floored over— 
lakes, drives, and all—for one gigantic 
bin. It would need to be eighty-three 
feet high to hold this one year’s crop. 

An average freight car will carry 
thirty tons. It would take over 60,000 
freight trains, each of forty cars, to 
carry ell that corn. As they could 
hardly be run on less than one-mile 
“headway.” they would reach twenty 
miles across the continent. 

But the farmers know a better way 
of marketing their corn. They feed it 
to cattle and to pigs, forty bushels or 
so to the pig. and these presently be- 
come fat and waddling hogs—concen- 
trated corn for sale. 

This “concentrated corn, with some 
other food, should be distributed this 
year among 30,000,000 hogs. A squeal- 
ing, shuffling mass. they would fill 
Broadway from curb to cury end as 
close as hogs can be driven, for 23,000 
miles—if Broadway were so long. 

But pigs don't walk to market. 
They go in lard and nicely packed as 
por and bacon. Foreign countries 
pay us more than $100,000,000 a year 
for them. to say nothing of what we 
eat at home.—{New York Herald.

ENRY’S POSTAL PROJECT. © 

AE Representative Henry of Connecti- 
cut has introduced in the House e bill 
“to secure the full use of the United 
States rural mai! equipment, and to 
place the rural service on a paying 
basis."" The provisions of this bill, 
viewed from the standpoint of the 
present development of the rural serv- 
-. fc@, seem rather extraordinary. It 
provides that “within the limits of the 
respective rural routes served by post- 
wagons, parcels of mail matter sha!! 
be collected and delivered, house ‘o 
house, by the carriers, in weight up 
to 200 pounds, and in dimensions up 
to a. barrel—no parcel, however, to be 
more than gix feet in length.” 

This will be, indeed, something of 
an innovation—delivering posta! mat- 
ter by the barrel or by the bushel, in 
“weight up to 200 pounds. Mr. Henry’s 
bill wisely provides that no “parce!” 
shall be longer than six feet. It will 
readily be perceived, no doubt, that 
parcels of over six feet long or in di- 
‘merisions exceeding those of the ordi- 
mary barrel of commerce, would pre- 
sent certain difficulties which the car- 
rier might find it rather hard to over- 
come, unless he were accompanied on 
his rounds by a trained athicte. It 
isn’t easy to eompute the exact num- 
ber of barre!, or ‘bushel, or six-fee'- 
long “parcels” the rural carri@r would 
he abie to get into his mail bag at 
one time, but it is entirely safe to 
say that the number could be ex- 
pressed in three figures. 

The rates of postage to be paid on 
the “parcels” contemplated by this 
* measure are as follows: One tent for 
eight ounces or less: two cents for a 
pound; five cents for from one io 
eleven pounds; ten cents for a half 
biishel or thirty pounds; fifteen cents 
tora bushel; twenty cents for a half 
barrel, and twenty-five cents for a bar-

scheme, it may be stated that it is a 
matter to which Congress should give 
eareful consideration “before deciding 


for or egainst it. It is an innovation 


so radical that it ought neither to be 


adopted hastily hor rejected hastily. 
It may, upon thorough consideration, 
prove to be impracticable, or it may 
prove to be the solution of a problem 
that has thus far proved to be more 
or less difficult. 

On many of the rural! free delivery 
routes the expenses of the government 
have been and are ioday much greater 
than the receipts. How can these 
routes be made self-sustaining? is a 
question which has not yet been satis- 
factorily answered. There can be no 
doubt that Mr. Henry’s plan would 
prove to be’ of great convenience to 
farmers and others living along the 
rural routes. The low mate proposed 
would enable people living along these 
routes to send all kinds of parcels 

m house to house, and to or from 

e city or village having the nearest 
postoffice, at a price in many cases 
much lower than that at which the 
matter could be carried and delivered 
by private carrier. 

Mr. Henry's bill proposes to put Into 
operation a parcels-post system, on a 
small scale, similar to that which has 
been proposed as a part of our na- 
tional and international postal sya- 
tems. Quite naturally, the prop@sed 
international and national parcels- 
post plan has met strong opposition 
from common carriers of all sorts and 
conditions, and the government has 
never yet seen the way clear to its 
adoption. But the case might be en- 
tirely different within the limited 
area which comprises the field of 
each rural mail carrier. 

The undoubted convenience which 
Mr. Henry's bill, if passed, would af- 
ford to the rural public, is a strong ar- 
gument in favor of its enactment into 
law. Some modifications may be nec- 
essary {to meet possible objections 
which are not now apparent; but the 
plan suggested, in its general scope, is 
well worth considering. 


M* GARFIELD’S SUGGESTION. 

Commissioner Garfield, head of 
the bureau of corporations, in submit- 
ting to Congress his first annual re- 
port, makes some radical suggestions 
looking to the control of corporations. 
He declares that in his opinion no 
satisfactory reforms are to be expected 
under the State system of incorpora- 
tion, and that “the Federal govern- 
ment has at its command sufficient 
power to remedy existing conditions 
in its control of interstate com- 
merce.” He suggests ihat it would be 
well for Congress to “consider the ad- 
visability of enacting a law for the 
legislative regulation of interstate and 
foreign commerce under a license or 
franchise.” The proposed plan pro- 
vides that all corporations and cor- 
porate agencies shall be prohibited 
from engaging in interstate and for- 
eign commerce without a Federal fran- 
chise or license; that they shall sub- 
mit to “the imposition of all neves- 
sary requirements as to corporate or- 
ganization and management, as.a con- 
dition preceflent to the grant of such 
franchise or license;” that they shail 
make “such reports and returns as 
may be desired, as a condition of the 


retention of such franchise or license; 


that the grantees of such franchise 
or license, who obey the laws applic- 
able thereto, shai! be entitled to full 
protection; and that the government 
shall reserve the right “to refuse or 
withdraw such franchise or license in 
case of violation of law, with appro- 
priate right of judicial appeal to pre- 
vent abuse of power by the administra- 
tive officers.” . 


This plan is not altogether new. 
Something like it was proposed sev- 
eral years ago. But Mr. Garficld sug- 
gests some new features, which would 
perhaps serve to make the plan more 
practicable. He says that the bureau 
of corporations, under direction of the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, “af- 
fords the appropriate machinery for 
the administration of such a law.” 

At all events, whether the plan be 
practical! or not, it is worthy of con- 
sideration. by Congress, as are. al! 
plans which promise to bring about 
the proper and equitable regulation 
of interstate commerce and of the 
giant trusts which have done and are 
doing so much to stifle and destroy 
legitimate competition.

HE LEADER OF 
BRITAIN’S NAVY. 


CHARACTER SKETCH OF SIR 
JOHN FISHER. 
—-— 


A Still, Strong Man With a Fasci- 
nating Personality — Detests Any- 
thing Like Notoriety—How He Won 
the Favor of Queen Victoria—At 
The Hague Conference. 


[Pittsburgh Dispatch: } Admiral 
Sir John Fisher, who has just assumed 
the position of Senior Lord of the Sea 
in the British Admiralty and who has 
had charge of the preparations of the 
fleets for possible war with Russia. 
worked forty years Without recogni- 
tion, except as a commander. And for 
forty years he kept silence, says an 
English writer. Now he is at the head 
of the British navy. It is the greatest 
position in the British empifte to which 
a subject can aspire. Why? Because 
he is the chief man in the fighting 
fleets ‘‘whereon, (as the articles of war 
say) under the good province or 
God, the wealth, peace and safety of 
the country doth chiefly depend.” 

Sir Juhn Fisher personifies the taci-. 
turnity of the navy, vut nevertheless 
the force of his will circulates through 
the network of veins and arteries in 
the body of the Mediterranean squad- 
ron. The will of the commander is the 
true 'ife blood of a fleet which has been 
raised by Fisher to a pietch of. perfec- 
tion that has never yet been reached 
in a body of ships built and com- 
manded by mortal men, 

In eighteen months Sir John Fisher 
raised the Mediterranean fleet from an 
eleven-knot standard with repeated 
breakdowns to a fourteen-knot stand- 
ard without breakdowns. At first he 
was not popular, but the splendid effi- 
ciency he h&ts evoked has completely 
won the respectful and admiring conti- 
dence of all hands. Efficiency extends 
to every detail. Perfect harmony ex- 
ists between the parts of the machine 
Loyalty, not lip service, pervades al! 


ranks. 
HE NEVER POSES. 

This still, strong man has a persongl- 
ity at least as fascinating as that of 
any popular here. His chief foible is 
detestation of notoriety. He does not 
advertise. He never poses, but it 1s fm- 
possible to be in his company for five 
minutes without perceiving that he is 
no ordinary personage. With the simple, 
almost bluff directness of the hearty 
Englishman; thick set, standing fovr- 
square to the winds of heaven, he in- 
spires a sense of confidence. In the 
plain clothes he affects on shore he 
looks like a country gentleman. 

There is a genial simplicity in his 
speech not untinged with humor which 
might lead the unwary to suppose that 
Sir John Fisher is an innocent and 
guileless sailorman, with determination 
and courage, perhaps, but in no way 
exceeding the average of his cuountry- 
men in the arts of bending people td 
his will or in the possession of unusual 
intellectual power. Shrewd observers, 
however, goon detect the presence of a 
strange quality of subtiety in the man. 
It is as rare as it is fascinating, In his 
speech, countenance and bearing he is 
as far removed from Machiavellianism 
or Asiatic craft as it is possible to con- 
ceive. 

But the quality of imagination, which 
enables him to penetrate motives, to 
perceive with lightning glance the cen- 
tral fact of the most complicated sit- 
uation and sawiftly to comprehend the 
combinations of his enemy, is a faculty 
with which the fairies have endowed 
Sir John Fisher with unstinted hand. 
He is also alive with incandescent 
common sense. 

His touch of oriental subtlety graft- 
ed on the broad, strong stem of Anglo- 
Saxon directness and resolute will, 
unites in a personality at least as in- 
teresting as that of any living states- 
man. t is impossible that Fisher 
ean be more ignorant of his own com- 
manding abilities or of the extent to 
which he towers above men who are 


chiefs. Sensitive as & woman to the 
traditions of the service, he carries loy- 
alty to his political chiefs almost to 
the verge of Quixotism, although he 
knows that upon him, and not upon 
them, depend the weaith, peace and 
safety of the country: that to him, not 
to them, wil! the country look when 
the storm breaks.

Tranquillity surrounds him—especially 
in a tight place.

“Jacky” was cho- 
sen by the goversent to represent 
Great Britain at @ Hague confer- 
ence. IT am informed by one who was 
present that nobody produced a greater 
effect on the foreign statesmen Assem- 
bied there. His views on the cruelty of 
making war on “humane” or “moder- 
principles were avowed before his 
international audience at The Hugue 
with the directness of the British satior 
and with a certain crafty ekill that 
roe have enchanted Lord Beacons- 
field. 

Heaven help the marine enemies 
of Great Britain that fall in Fisher's 
hands. Short shrift will be their lot. 
The next naval war with a great pow- 
er will test the British race, and if 
that war breaks out during Fisher's 
command Englishmen may reet 
that there will be no naval replica o 
Nicholson's Nek. He is not merely a 
strategict of the first rank; his will is 
‘ron and bis nerves Harveyised Krupp 
atee:. 

Sir John Fisher can be pleasant to 
ladies, Queen Victoria was greatly at- 
tached to him. It is said that the 
Queen’s favor was won by the follow- 
ing incident: When the French Admiral 
Gervais was visiting Portsmouth, 
Fisher was attached to his sulte as 
representing the royal navy. The 
Queen sent for Fisher and said: “Sit 
John, we have sent for you especially 
to ask you to be nice to Admiral Ger- 
vais, as he was so kind to us when 
we were recently at Cimiez.” “Madam,” 
said “Jacky,” “I will kiss him if Your 
Majesty wishes it.” 

Sir John Fisher has few amusements, 
put he is fond of dancing. He rarely 
sits down when he can stand, and he 
works even harder than Mr. Gladstone 
was accustomed to do.

PUMPING PLANT BURNED. 

LA CANYADA, Dec. 22.—A pumping 
Piant, owned by L. G. Allen, was ‘o- 
taMy destroyed by fire yesterday. The 
cause is unknown, as Mr. Allen was not 
wt the plant when th: fire commenced. 
It was thought that th» engine had ex- 
ploded, but as the building showed no 
signs of demolition, it is conjectured 
that it was a case of carelessness or 
incendiarism on the part of a party of 
hunters who were at the plant a short 
while before the fire began.
